A Railroad Horror. 


BEADFTJI, DISASTEH ON THB HITDEON 


RIVEB BAHllOAD. 


From the N. Y. Tnbuno, Wednesday. 


The conntry was startled yesterday 
Lonung by accounts of an awful oalam- 
y whioh the night before befel one of 
le great passenger express trains leaving 
us city for the north and west. 


TUB COLLISION. 


At about 10.20 ou Monday night, as au 


nctra freight train of twenty-four oars, 


ade'd with petroleum, waa approaching 
ew Hamburg Station, which is eight 


miles below f oughkeepsie, and was clear- 
ng the bridge over Wappiugor'e Creek, 
oming down the road, an axle of tho 
inth ear from the engine broke, and that 
IT and the fourteen following it. wore 
irown from the track, ono oar bearing 
wo tanks of oil resting partly upon the 
iher or "up track." Just at tho same mo- 


ment the Facina or Chicago express train, 


hioh had left N»w York at eight o'clock, 
•as approaching at the rate of thirty 
lilos par hour. 
The engineer heaid 


iduta from the men on the freight train, 
isoovored a danger signal suddenly dis- 
layed, and attempted to stop hia train, 
ut it was too late; and the next instant 
le locomotive had struck the oil oar, »n 
xplosion ensued, the bridge gave way 
nder tho combined weight of locomotive, 
U car and other oars that ware suddenly 
umbled upon it, and there wne a terrible 
'unge into the water. 
Tlio ice wia 


lick, but the locomotive broke through 
nstnntly, sinking into water fifteen feet 
ocp, and dragging witli it the tender, tho 
aggogo and express oars, and one tleop- 
ng oar. The remaining seven cars of tlie 
sprees train wore not 
precipitated 


irough the bridge, but two of them, -with 
ivoral oars of the oil train, wore dejf loy- 
1 byfire. Tho bridge took fire, and m B 
'W minutes the whole structure fell upon 
10 oars which were half immersed, being 
artly supported by tho ice, nnd buried 
.em out of sight. Tho d'endful result 
ut an end tc all efforts to reseuo tho pas- 
engers whose agonizing shrieka had just 
illed tho air. 


The bridge was about 200 feet in 


ength, and the axle of tho oil-car appears 
) have been broken before reaching it, HO 
lat tho car dragged along for homo ihs- 
ance, and was finally lelt on the bridge 
ul partly, as stated, ou tho "up-track." 


THE LOSS OP LITE. 


Tho engineer, J. H. Simons, went down 


with his engine. The fireman jumped oif 
n time to save his life. In tlie baggage 
ars were Alfred Clow, baggage-master; 
\ Vosburp, conductor of tlie cleeping- 
ar, and Edwa.nl L. Mooney, all of whom, 
scept Clow, perished. The sleeping-oar, 
nown as tho "Buffa'o sleeper," was oocu- 
iei by eighteen persotu^ as nearly ae can 
o ascertained from memoranda found on 
ho body of the conductor), all of whom 
?ero burned to death or drowned. Tbo 
•assengera who escaped at onoo devoted 
liemselves to attempts to rescue those 
rho had been precipitated into the river, 
iut the fierce heat of the (lames drove 
hem back, and in a few minutes all wns 
ver, and they could only assemble in the 
unburned cars and wait for the daylight.

;he victims oo&tmued to arrive at Pough- 
leedsie, whither the bodies had been ooa- 
reyed, throughout tho afternoon and eve- 
ning, and were conducted at once to the 
undertaker's, where the remains were. A 
" irga crowd of persons congregated 


of. the bridge upon the ice in the river 
where it flooded tha gteiey «uifao» for a 
long way, looking like* sea of fire. Ne*r 
the burning bridge stood the two sleeping 
coaches, «11 one sheet of flame, roaring and 


Men stood appalled at the sight A 


few more heroic than the rest, made re- 
peated dunes at the doori and windows of 
the first oar, in hopes to save even one life, 
but tho flames drove them back before they 
could get within ten. feet of the oar. Sud- 
denly the bridge fell with a crash,'the cars 
with it, and then a column of flame, sparks 
and smoke shot high' in the air. Darkness 
followed, the smouldering rains only show- 
lug the epot where go many had met with 
their deaths. Rescue wan then impossible. 
All who wero in the car when the bridge 
fell were either burnsd to death or buried 
far down under broken baggage and ex- 
press cars.

STATEMENTS OF SURVTTOBt, 


Tho fireman of the passenger train, who 


saved his life by jumping from the engine 
before it struck the oil oar, was severely 
injured about the besd,having been struck 
by somo sharp substance when be fell. His 
story 18 substantially as follows: I was on 
tho Constitution (engine No. 54,) whioh 
was attached to tho Second Pacific Express 
train, that loft New York at eight o'clock 
on Monday evening. The train was com- 
posed of eight care, including five sleeping 
and two baggage cars. •• Tho first of the 
hletping oars was called the "Buffalo 
Sleeper," and had about thirty-five or forty 
persona inside. Wa reached New Ham- 
burg at about 10 20, somewhat behind time. 
When approaching the draw-bridge at that 
place, au engine was observed upon the 
track, but it excited no surprise, nor did 
it lessen the speed cf our train, as it was 
usual {or trains to atop at this placo and 
vako in water from, a tank. We saw dan- 
ger tngnals (Hashing through th»darkness. 
Our train shot by the locomotive and a 
portion of an oil train that was behind it 
near the bridge, and went crashing through 
tho rear of it. Simultaneously with the 
collision arose a blaze from the scattered 
oil that had ignited, and soon everything 
was enveloped in flames. Prior to the col- 
lision 1 saw that (he accident was inevita- 
ble, and before the train reached the bridge 
-jumped from it nnd landed on some ice. 
?ur half n minute or so I was conscious 
and heard the chattering of the timbers, 
Uio descent of tho locomotive and other 
oars over the draw into the water, the 
blaze flashed upon me, and then came a 
stupor, from waioh I was aroused by the 
win of the mj uries which I bad recoircd. 


Upon recovering my senses I discovered 


that of the oars composing the train, the 
locomotive, baggage and two sleeping can 
had been precipitated into the water, and 
with few exceptions all on board with 
them 
I am almost certain, that none es- 


caped from the "Buffalo sleeper," not even 
the brakomeu. The three other sleeping 
earn were not injured, as the coupling 
broke and left them on the ground with 
very frightened but uninjured passengers. 
I do not know tho cause of the accident, 
nor do I know who ia at fault. I heard 
that the accident was caused by the break- 
ing of tho axle of tho engine attached to 
tho oil train, which had torn and other- 
wise injured the bridge in crossing. I 
don't know how far we. wero from the 
oil train when we perceived it: but when 
we observed the danger signals we tried to 
stop. The engineer of our train wa» Ed- 
ward Simmons, generally known as "Doc." 
I did not hear tint any ouo was killed on 
the oil tram. 
After the accident, the un- 


injured cars were moved from the scene oi 
danger, and the passengers clustered in 
them for shelter, and remained all night. 
Tho bridge was built about a. year ago. 
The telegraph wire was under the bridge, 
and when the bridge was burning could 
not be used, so that commnnica turn'was 
kept open to Fishkill all night by means 
of an engine."

THE WRECK—KnCOVERING THE BODIES. 


The daylight revealed a fearful mass of 


smoking 
and blackened ruins at tho 


bridge, and people'from the noighboihood, 
from Poughkeepsie, and New York, flocn- 
ed thither to seek friends, to reco\er tho 
bodies, and to witness the terriblo spec- 
tacle. The first body was not recovered 
until 9 o'clock a. m. A baggngo car near 
the bridge was uied as a temporary mor- 
gue, in which the bodies were placed 
as they were drawn out of-tho water. 


The dead forma were^ brought up rapid- 


ly, and, as each was seen, exclamations of 
horror were heard on. every side. They 
were mutilated in many ways, and the 
sight was a sickening one. Simmons, the 
engineer, was found on his engine below 
the river surface, with both legs burned 
off and his hcnd smashed in. One woman 
was brought to the surface with a baba in 
each of her arms. 
( 


Upon the ice near the' wreck a body waa 


was found, with the entrails .torn out and 
the head and legs crushed.* It has not 
been identified up to this date. 


SCENES'AND INCIDENIS. 


The scene at the time the accident oo- 


cured is described as awful in the extreme. 
The burning oil from the overturned oil- 
car ran. in fiery streams down the timbers 


w»s not burned at all, though it had been 
drowned. The other, as well as the mothe 
was very badly burned about the face an 
breast 


At 12 o'clock the bodies which had been 


found, nineteen in number, were conveyei 
to.Poughkeepsio, and there placed in cof 
fins to await identification; Thronghou 
tho afternoon there was a large throng o 
persons congregated about the wrecks, an< 
search was continued for the body of Ea 
gmeer Simmons. At one time it was ru 
rnored that a car containing forty psisen 
gors had been noticed in front of the las 
sleeping-car as it passed Hamburgh, »n< 
that this, with its living freight, was on 
der tho ice. This for a time created a ne« 
panic m the already excited village, bnti 
w«i coon discovered to be unfounded.
